MORE CTA WORK AHEAD 


Damen, California 
Blue Line stops will 
temporarily close this fall

The Damen and California Blue Line stations 
will close temporarily for multiple weeks this 
fall under a preliminary station construction 
plan the CTA unveiled Thursday 

The $33 million station work, which is ex- 
pected to include stationhouse and platform 
renovations, is slated to last August through 
January The upgrades are part of the CTAs 
four-year, $492 million project to improve the 
O’Hare branch of the Blue Line. 

The Damen station will close for no more 
than 63 days, while the California stop will 
close for no more than 42 days, CTA spokes- 
woman Tammy Chase said. The Damen and 
California stops will not be closed at the same 
time. Chase said. 

The Western stop on the O’Hare branch, 
which is expected to receive less extensive 
renovation, will remain open during the work. 

“In order to renovate and improve these sta- 
tions as quickly and efficiently as possible, the 
CTA wiU temporarily close two stations for a 
short term to quickly address much needed 
upgrades and maintenance work to provide 
more comfortable and modern stations that 
our customers deserve,” Chase told RedEye. 

The CTA said it expects to present a final 
construction schedule by early July The agen- 
cy was scheduled to present station render- 
ings at a community meeting Thursday 

The Damen and California stationhouses, 
which both opened in 1895, will receive im- 
proved signage, lighting, flooring, restored 
exterior masonry walls, new interior wall and 
ceiling finishes and other work, the CTA said. 

On those platforms, the CTA will restore 
guardrails, replace wood decking and install 
safety tactile edging. Other enhancements 
include new benches and bike racks and re- 
painted canopies. 
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The CTA will temporarily close two stations for 
a short term to quickly address much needed 
upgrades and maintenance work to provide more 
comfortable and modern stations that our customers 

deserve.” - CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase, on Blue Line construction 


The construction will not make those two 
stations, currently inaccessible for riders with 
disabilities, accessible. 

The Damen stop saw 2.1 million entries last 
year and an average of 6,625 riders per week- 
day The California stop recorded 1.5 million 
entries last year and an average of 4,970 riders 


per weekday according to CTA data. 

The Western station, which was recon- 
structed in 2001, will receive new light- 
ing, painting, a new canopy and other im- 
provements, the CTA said. The Western 
stop logged 1.5 million entries last year and 
5,066 riders on an average weekday 


As part of the O’Hare Blue Line project, the 
CTA has been closing parts of the branch on 
some weekends this year to ease slow zones. 

The agency will close the tracks between 
the Western O’Hare and Logan Square stops 
at 10 p.m. Friday through 4 a.m. Saturday, and 
June 6-9, June 20 -23, July 25-28 and Aug. 8-11. 

Track work began March and is expected to 
be completed in September. 

The agency shuttered nine South Side Red 
Line stations for five months last year for im- 
provements. In 2012, the CTA closed seven 
North Side Red Line stations for six weeks on 
a rolling basis for upgrades in an $86 million 
project.

Latest Ventra deadline looming

Angel Calderon, 32, rides a CTA train two 
to three times a week. He has never had a 
Ventra card and doesn’t plan to get one. 

Since October, the Montclare resident 
has tapped his debit card on Ventra readers 
to pay for fares. He said he’s had little prob- 
lem getting around Chicago sans Ventra. 

“When it first came out, I started hear- 
ing all these issues about the Ventra cards,” 
said Calderon, who has used Chicago Card 
Plus and disposable cards. “I just didn’t feel 
like dealing with all that and having a sepa- 
rate card in my wallet.” 

Calderon is one of a few CTA riders who 
have not yet transitioned to Ventra. The 
new payment system undergoes another 
milestone Sunday, when Chicago Cards will 
become defunct, and riders will no longer 
to be able to load money onto their dispos- 
able fare cards. Starting July i, riders won’t 
be able to use their disposable cards. 

For riders who dislike Ventra or carry- 
ing an extra card in their wallet, they can 
use some phones or certain personal bank 
cards to pay for fares. However, these meth- 
ods are not fully supported because phone 
and bank card users cannot register these 
accounts with Ventra so they are not able 
to manage and track transactions online. 
Registration eventually will be available to 
phone and bank card users, the CTA said. 

Ventra is used to pay for 92 percent of CTA 
rides, according to CTA data as of May 17. It’s 
unclear how many rides are paid for with per- 
sonal bank cards or phones, which are servic- 
es that have been offered for months. 

Riders with contactless bank cards that 


have chips that rely on radio frequency can 
use them to pay for fares. On Chase bank 
cards, the chip is denoted with the “blink” 
logo. 

Some riders may have noticed their per- 
sonal bank cards can pay for fares by accident 
when they tapped their wallets on the Ventra 
reader and their bank cards were charged 
instead of their Ventra cards. Riders have to 
talk to their banks about those charges. 

Jessica Murphy of Lincoln Park, said she 
uses her Ventra card and debit card to com- 
mute because of incorrect charges. 

Murphy 23, said she was charged for two 
30 -day unlimited passes on her Ventra card 
earlier this year when she only wanted one. 
As a result, she decided not to allow her 
Ventra card to autoload a new 30 -day pass 
when the old one runs out. 

If she taps her Ventra card and the reader 
says her pass is expired, she uses her Chase 
card to pay for fares until she buys a new pass. 

When she started using her Chase card, 
though, she didn’t realize that Ventra ini- 
tially appears as a $5 pre-authorization 
charge on her bank statement. Hours later, 
this charge reflects her actual $2.25 ride. 

The pre-authorization charge “made me 
feel awful,” Murphy said. “I would never 
take the bus for $5.” 

Ventra also accepts fares from 
phones with near field com- 
munication capabil- 
ity, which allows con- 
tactless payments. 

There are dozens of 
phone models with 
this technology but 


the iPhone 5 and other Apple phones don’t 
have it. It’s unclear whether future Apple 
phones will. 

Riders who have phones or bank cards 
compatible with Ventra are not able to 
manage their Ventra accounts online, like 
the 43 percent of Ventra users who have 
registered their cards, but can manage their 
fare payments at rail station machines. 

At those machines, riders can insert their 
bank cards or tap their phones to buy transit 
passes or set aside money in a purse. If they 
don’t set aside funds for fares, they will pay 
full price per ride, instead of transfer prices. 

Bank card and phone registration “is not 
yet available but the vendor is working on it,” 
CTA spokeswoman Lambrini Lukidis said. 

Meanwhile, the CTA is scheduled to 
complete its full transition to Ventra on 
July I — after pushing back that deadline 
last year because of faults with the Ventra 
system, which the CTA said Ventra vendor 
Cubic Transportation Systems has 
now fixed.

With personal 
bankcards 

Riders can use their con- 
tactless personal bank 
cards if they have a certain 
radio frequency chip in 
their card. 

These cards can be 
tapped at Ventra readers, 
which will pre-authorize a 
$5 charge that will later re- 
flect the actual ride cost. 

“The time it takes for pre- 
authorization depends on 
an individual’s bank-but is 
typically complete within 
24 hours,’’ CTA spokesman 
Brian Steele said in an email. 

For now, riders cannot 
register their personal bank 
cards with Ventra to make 
and track transactions on- 
line. They can buy passes 
and set aside transit money 
on their card by inserting 
the card into a Ventra ma- 
chine at a rail station. 

If they don’t buy a pass 
or set aside transit money 
on their card, they will pay 
full price per ride, not trans- 
fer prices. 

Riders will have to track 
pass expiration dates and 
transit purse amounts on 
their own because there’s 
no way for them to manage 
their account online. When 
passes and/or transit purse 
amounts run out, they pay 
full price per ride until they 
buy another pass or set 
aside money at a rail station. 

By phone 

Riders need phones with 
near field communica- 
tion capability to pay CTA 
fares and a mobile wallet 
app, such as Google or ISIS 
Wallet. 

For riders who use the 
Google Wallet service, things 
get tricky. Users cannot 
register their Google Wallet 
in Ventra or get help from 
Ventra customer service un- 
less they know their primary 
account number, according 
to Ventra terms of service. 
But a Google spokeswoman 
said Google doesn’t provide 
this number. It’s unclear 
what riders are supposed to 
do in that situation.

Measles cases reach 
20-year high in U.S. 

ATLANTA Measles cases have hit a 20 -year 
high in the United States, a troubling increase 
fueled by international travel by people who 
have not been vaccinated against the virus, 
the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion said Thursday 

Between Jan. i and May 23 of this year, 
288 measles cases were reported to the federal 
health agency, the highest year-to-date total 
since 1994, officials said. 

“This is not the kind of record we want to 
break, but should be a wake-up call to travel- 
ers and parents to make sure vaccinations are 
up to date,” said Anne Schuchat, director of 
the CDC’s National Center for Immuniza- 
tions and Respiratory Diseases. 

Home-grown measles in the United States 
was declared eliminated in 2000, but cases 
imported from patients traveling abroad con- 
tinue to infect unvaccinated US. residents 
with the highly contagious respiratory dis- 
ease, according to the CDC.

What makes “Maleficent” special is that it 
makes no freakin’ sense. None. Anyone who 
pays even mild attention to the story should 
be saying, “Huh?” and “Yikes” and “That 
doesn’t work at all” throughout a plodding 
97 minutes. 

They won’t be visually spellbound either. 
There’s CGI aplenty none of it wondrous. 
Gratuitous battle sequences are lifted from 
“Lord of the Rings.” As the titular character, 
woefully underdeveloped in 1959’s poorly 
told “Sleeping Beauty” Angelina Jolie sports 
enhanced cheekbones that in the real world 
would make her say “Hey my eyes are over 
here, buddy” In this bland fantasy world, she 
spends her first scenes yelling and then cry- 


screaming. Soon, because no thought has been 
put into “Maleficent” at all, the movie recon- 
siders giving the actress a juicy role and decides 
the baddie isn’t so bad after aU. Practical jokes 
and unearned sentimentality ensue. 

Penned by one of the writers of “The Lion 
King,” the film is wishy-washy and confound- 
ing, part prequel, part remake and all baloney 
We learn Maleficent is an orphan but not 
what happened to her parents. Her child- 
hood squeeze grows up to be the throne- 
craving Stefan (Sharlto Copley), a shady 
moron Maleficent should be glad to be rid 
of— or at least firm in her strongest moment 
of revenge-seeking. I won’t give away who 
narrates the movie in extraneous voiceover, 
but it’s someone who isn’t alive for most of 
what they’re describing. 

It’s Maleficent, not the kind fairies, who 
determines that true love’s kiss can wake Au- 
rora (forgettably played as a teenager by Elle 
Fanning) from eternal slumber after pricking 
her finger on a spindle. 

Only minor effort would have kept “Ma- 
leficent” from becoming a pathetic reminder 
of both “Wicked” and “Oz, the Great and 
Powerful,” with evidence that Disney is 
already biting from “Frozen.” That was fast. 



2 views of ‘Sleeping Beauty’ 


Here’s an idea: If you’re a fairy and can cast a 
spell to all but undermine an evil witch’s hex, 
how about you say “Tbu will awake with a 
tap from absolutely anyone”? Saying Princess 
Aurora, doomed to eternal slumber at 16 
from a curse by the villainous Maleficent, can 
only rise with “true love’s kiss” really creates 
unnecessary limitations. Heaven forbid the 
royal daughter grows up and doesn’t meet the 
right guy Or girl. 

Not that that’s the only puzzling thing 
about the 1959 animated Disney movie 
“Sleeping Beauty” Maleficent iden- 
tifies herself as the “mistress of 
all evil” but does nothing but 
obsess about her one and 
only curse for 16 years. 

She spends the entire 
movie as a person who 
can emerge out of thin 
air, then all of a sudden 
becomes a dragon.

Count the tumbleweeds 


Love it or hate it, the 
mean-spirited, wildly 
profitable “Ted” de- 
livered jokes almost 
faster than you could 
process them. It was 
Seth MacFarlane do- 
ing close to nothing 
to adapt his non sequitur-heavy racism- and 
misogyny-friendly sensibilities from ani- 
mated TV to the big screen. 

His ted-ious follow-up, ‘A Million Ways 
to Die in the West,” allows long stretches 
between stabs at comedy and is ambitious 
only in theory Practically nobody makes 
expensive Westerns anymore. Kudos to 
MacFarlane for having the guts (arrogance?) 
to succeed the biggest R-rated comedy of all 
time with a film that arrives out of the gate 
at a disadvantage. Or maybe that’s the idea: 
So if ‘AMWTDITW” tanks; the filmmaker 
can blame the genre. Not, say the self-made 
movie star who can’t play a likable underdog, 
the director who can’t shoot an exciting 
action sequence or the co-writer who resorts 
to jokes like a sheep peeing in his face and a 
man having diarrhea into a hat. 

Too often, diarrhea-into-a-hat feels like a 
metaphor for what MacFarlane’s doing with 
the movie. As Albert, a smarmy 40-some- 
thing sheep farmer with the frustrated en- 
titlement of a modern teenager, he complains 
about the lousy conditions in 1882 Arizona 
as if he’s been sent back in time. He hates 
the West but has no goals, so his grumbling

about the many dangers and inconveniences 
are DOA. Shot by a fellow farmer and 
dumped by his girlfriend Louise (Amanda 
Seyfried) in the same day Albert experiences 
rare good luck when Anna (Charlize Theron) 
arrives in the town of Old Stump. He doesn’t 
know she’s married to the villainous Clinch 
Leatherwood (Liam Neeson, funnier in “The 
Lego Move”). Albert just thinks she’s a pretty 
face kind enough to train him for his upcom- 
ing duel with Louise’s new man, who’s played 
by Neil Patrick Harris, beneficial mostly 
to hear the former Barney Stinson declare, 
“Challenge accepted!” once more. 

Where “Blazing Saddles” aimed to expose 
ignorance, the overlong “West” perpetuates 
it. Lazy, racist comments flit about, find- 
ing humor in bad taste without questioning 
it. Farts accumulate; an anti-Semitic gag (a 
MacFarlane staple) makes it in. Subplots go 
nowhere, and a few laughs emerge. Albert 
mocks and mocks some more, including the 
“retardation” of one of his sheep. 

The filmmaker has gotten ahead of these 
criticisms, imagining bad reviews with Jimmy 
Fallon as if they therefore should be dis- 
missed. ^t MacFarlane’s not that self-aware. 
If he were, he’d find it ironic that it’s Louise, 
not Albert, whom Anna calls “sour and self- 
absorbed.”

I feel more strongly 
about the title “Cold 
in July” which better 
not be an accurate 
forecast, than I do 
about the movie.

weeks since “Blue Ruin” invigorated a 
familiar story about vigilante justice and 
families intertwined by violence.

Now “Cold” attempts to do the same, with 
milder results.

Because this is a movie, the action occurs 
in a slow, methodical pattern of intimida- 
tion-allowing for new information to come 
to light and the story to turn toward a thin 
tale of police corruption and extensive cruel- 
ty Also included are a tough supporting turn 
from Don Johnson and a creepy appearance 
by Wyatt Russell, whom you may remember 
as the hockey player hitting on Leslie Mann’s 
character in “This is 40.” 

“We Are What We Are,” director/co-writer 
Jim Mickle’s last collaboration with co-writer 
Nick Damici, used tone and unsettling 
imagery to let a family’s shocking tradition 
crawl down brave viewers’ necks. Set in 1989 
Texas (thus excusing the inclusion of a video 
store), the temporarily suspenseful “Cold in 
July” is more bound to everyday reality The 


filmmakers struggle to elevate the piece from 
’70s drive-in pulp to distinct, thematically 
rich art. The story of personal responsibility 
also ends on a moment that’s a less-powerful 
version of the recent “Cheap Thrills.” 


One image does linger from the otherwise 
generic film: It involves a man preparing to 
hit a woman in the head with a baseball bat, a 
disturbing reminder that horrifying behavior 
doesn’t only happen onscreen.

Pieces of CAKE 


3 artists to watch for at 
Chicago’s alt-comics expo

Back when the organizers of the Chicago Al- 
ternative Comics Expo were deciding how to 
name and define what would eventually be- 
came an annual weekend-long celebration, they 
spent a lot of time talking semantics. Did they 
want to be known as an art comics festival? (No, 
too abstract-sounding.) OK, how about an in- 
dependent comics festival? (Way too broad.) 

And yet, “alternative”— as overused (and 
imprecise) as it tends to be— did fit, said Neil 
Brideau, one of the organizers. “Our artists 
tend focus primarily on self-expression.” 

So, at the Chicago Alternative Comics 
Expo — or CAKE, as this exponentially expand- 
ing festival, now in its third year, has become 
known— you’re not especially likely to have 
a typical comic book-convention afternoon. 
CAKE, which takes over the Center on Hal- 
sted on Saturday and Sunday and features more 
than 200 artists, illustrators and publishers sell-

ing their wares, is less a hotbed for superheroes 
than comics featuring an artist’s memories of 
her mother’s cooking, a colorful and disturbing 
take on kids’ comics or boozing narwhals. 

Last year, the crowded CAKE— which drew 
more than 2,000 attendees— featured an un- 
usually high number of comics and illustra- 
tions featuring sea creatures. This time, expect 
a bunch of comics about mysticism, Brideau 
said. Also, risograph printing, a stenciling/ 
photocopying process that leaves an airy hand- 
printed-like illustration, is a prevailing aesthet- 
ic. “But really” he said, “the voice in so much of 
this work is so unique, categorizing is tough.” 
Indeed, the artists appearing at CAKE— about 
a third from Chicago— were culled from a pool 
of more than 400 submissions. 

Here’s a sample of what to expect: 


Chris Eliopoulos St Charles, III. 
Notablework: All-ages comics (including work 
for “SpongeBob” and “Adventure Time” com- 
ics); creative consultant to Nick Jr.; created 
animated segments for the hit kids show “Yo 
Gabba Gabba!”

Emberley [drawing books for kids].” 

Explain yourself: “If my drawings tasted 
like anything it would be a big bag of Gummi 
Worms. Not the most nutritious thing available, 
but bright and fun.”

Notablework: “School Spirits,” a pulpy, sur- 
real graphic novel; weekly online comic for the 
magazine Vice 

Influences: ‘Tm a fanatic for Mad magazine, 
early horror stories from EC Comics.” 

Explain yourself: ‘Tm a maximalist. I’ve been 
a cartoonist for the past decade, but first and 
foremost, this is therapy for me. It’s expression- 
istic. The advice I give young cartoonists is look 
at lots of different kinds of works. It will influ- 
ence you, but if you pull from enough influenc- 
es, your work will develop its own motor.”

The polar punch of a relentless winter and brisk competition for choice parking spots hasn’t made it easy for 
food trucks these days. But fueled by demand for convenience, variety and value — and by a mayoral propos- 
al in May to add five new designated food truck parking spots in the downtown area— food truck business 
continues to chug along. Commingling with the veteran trucks this summer are eight new mobile eateries, 
several of which already have started hitting the streets. Read up on their offerings, from modern German 
street food to healthy comfort cuisine to “kimcheesy” rice balls, tony peregrin is a redeye special contributor. 


Chicago Pizza Boss 

@ChiPizzaBoss 
The story: “People have strong 
emotions about bosses,” said 
Giuseppe Badalamenti, who 
started the truck along with 
wife Antonella so they wouldn’t 
have to answer to anyone else. 
“We thought The Boss’ was the 
perfect character to really grab 
the customer’s attention. No 
matter who you are, you have 
a boss-1 just happen to be the 
pizza boss.” 

Now serving: Pizza baked in a 
wood-fired brick oven right in 
the truck. Popular picks include 
the classic margherita, parme- 
san-basil-meatball or fig and 
prosciutto ($11-14). 

Expected launch: June 7 
(rolling in the suburbs since 
October 2013) 

Frequent hangouts: To be an- 
nounced upon launch. “We are 
working with other food trucks 
in the city that have been hold- 
ing our hands and giving us 
advice [on times and loca- 
tions]. It’s amazing to be part 
of the brotherhood of the food 
trucks,” Badalamenti said. 

Most popular Item: Arancini 
($5 for one; $8 for two) stuffed 
with three different filling 
combos: ground beef and 
peas; ham, alfredo sauce 
and mozzarella; or spinach, 
ricotta and mozzarella. These

DonerMen Truck 

@dmentruck 

The story: This truck is serv- 
ing up modern German street 
grub with flavors introduced 
to Germany by Turkish im- 
migrants in the early 1970s. 
“We’re not talking about classic 
schnitzels-this is doner kebab 
sandwiches and currywurst,” 
said Shawn Podgurski, who 
co-owns DonerMen with Phil 
Naumann (they’re both also in 
the indie rock band Sybris). “It’s 
like Tex-Mex is in the states, but 
with German and Turkish food 
combined: Ger-Turk.” 

Now serving: Sandwiches such 
as the signature doner kebab 
($10) made with spit-roasted 
chicken, red cabbage, bok choy 
and cucumber-tomato salad 
on toasted Turkish bread, and 
currywurst ($6), which features 
grilled pork sausage on a roll 
with a housemade curry sauce.

7 Stay-put 
liner 

If dramatic, 
winged liner is part 
of your signature 
look, you’ll want 
to use an eyeliner 
that won’t smudge 
in the heat.

“Over-contoured looks are best left 
for the night clubs, not the outdoor 
music fests-keep it fresh,” Roselli 
said. Instead, use bronzer on a big 
blush brush for an all-over glow 
that’s not too concentrated. 


9 Boost your roots 

Roselli swears by Bumble 
and Bumble’s Thickening 
Dryspun finish ($29 at Sephora), 
which lifts roots like a traditional 
irspray but doesn’t leave behind 
a noticeable residue.
